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Continuation of 1 1. Applicant argues that Wieczorek does not disclose three different power modes, namely, an on power consumption 
level mode, an off power consumption level mode, and at least one intermediate power consumption level mode by stating that Wieczorek 
only discloses two of those three modes. The Examiner respectfully disagrees. According to col. 5 with lines 4-23, Wieczorek discloses a 
low power mode (read as the claimed at least one intermediate power consumption level mode, wherein only essential circuit elements are 
on), a non-energy saving mode (read as the claimed on power consumption level mode, wherein all circuits are activated for 
communication). In addition, as well known in the art, when the communication device, which operate under power supplied by battery, is 
turned off (i.e. powered off by pressing the power off key to deactivate all circuits and no power consumptions at all), it is in off power 
consumption level mode. Therefore, Wieczorek inherently discloses the third mode (the claimed off power consumption level mode). . 
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
